T<*rontc*. Out., Marcli 8. — New* forms of taxation, 
Ic* im*et increased deiiiainls iii>on the public trc'asiiry 
icf Ontario. w<*re announced by Hon. T. W, Me- 
(Lirry. provincial trc‘asnrc*r. in bis lmdgc*t spe(*c;b 
y«‘sterday. Increas«*d taxes are to lie levied on six 
of tlie principal CMitarlo race tracks, namely; Wood- 
bine. Diifferin and Hillc-rest, all iu tliis city; Ham- 
ilton. Windsor and Fort Erie. At present thi* 
government rec*eives $5<Kt a day from tbes«* race 
tracks. The tax is to l»e increased tc» $1,250 per 
clay for •*v«*r.v day then* is racing. Tin* provincial 
gc**vcrmn«*nt n *w n*ceivc*s $42.00fi iier annum from 
tliis s(nirc«*. With the incr«‘asecl tax the goveru- 
ineiit will n*c*elve .$105.tKiO per annum. 

Tax«*s are also to be lc*vi(*d on sue li plac*es of 
amiis«*ment as moving pic*tiire shows. tlu*aters. cir- 
cuses, baseball and lacrecsse parks and skat’.ng 
rinks. A tax of cm* p«*r cent is to Ik* imposed on 
•*Hc li admission and may b«* increased to twenty-live 
cc*nts by n*gulati.»n or order in council. It is 
estimated that the attendance at su<*Ii places is 
about per yc*ar. so that the revenue from 

that joiirce with a oue-ceut tax on «*acli admis- 
sion would be $:r*0,i»0o a year. Enterlainnieuts of 
idiilautliropic. religious and patriotic charac ter are 
exc-luded. 

Tin* provineial treasim*r’s decisicui in the matter 
of iiic*ri*asiiig the* race course* lie«*nse fc*e iu Ontario 
•lid not cpiitc* n*aeli tin? trebb*d anionnt of the 
pr(*sent fee*, but is to be 1\vc» and a half tlnic*s as 
muc h, so that the corridor gcjssip was not so far 
astray. 

The dail.v fc*c im|»osed on rac*e course's has been 
sti*adily rising, going from nothing to $21K>, and 
then to $ 500 .

Tlirnsli’s raeing eareer eommem-ed in the Gosfortli 
Park Juvenile .stakes, for wliieh lie eame out with 
a go.id liome reputation, and «‘asily landed the odds 
on him against four op]>oiM‘nts. He was next 
beaten into third pla<-e at Tliirsk. hut thmo'efor- 
ward did not know defeat as a two-year-old., the 
l»est stake he aceoimteil fnr at that age Iwing the 
Hurst I’ark Foal Plate, and he sni>se<piently t<M»k 
the Great Foal IMate at Liiigtield.
